Beef has become an article of euch prime no- 
cessity, and bas attained such a high price, that 
a little 7 
RESEARCH INTO THE BEBY-TRADE 
may not be uninteresting to the readers of THE 
Tureunz, inasmuch as it enters into the daily 
consumption of almost every one, vegetarians 
excepted. 

In the Great West, where grass grows abun- 
dantly and the winters are mild, where cattle 
need but little care and attention, stock-raising 
is made aspecialty. In those regions, where 
the cattle feed mostly on grass, and roam round 
on the prairies after their food, they do not ac- 
quire much fat, as the amount of exercise they 
take does not tend towards the sccumulation of 
that substance; and, while their flesh is perfect- 
ly wholesome, it is Jean, tough, and hard. Such 
is the character of the Texas beef with which 
our market is largely supplied. Having to be 
driven many miles to market does not make 
them any fatter, er render the meat any more 
juicy or tender. 

Farmers claim that they can take cattle of any 
age, and feed them one year, wheu they? will 
grow fat; and, no matter how old they are, this 
one year’s feeding will render their flesh tender 
and juicy,-—-a delicious morsel for the palate of 
the epicure.

PARIS MODELS. 


The demand-for this kind of beef by the weaithy 
inbabitants of the South Side keeps tip the price 
in thar portion of Chicago; while, on the West 
Bide, beef of an inferior quality is sold at 2 or 3 
cents per pound lower to those who are not will- 
ing to pay the highest price. On the North Side, 
the majority of tbe inkalntants are ut 80 particu- 
lar about the quality as they are about the price; 
consequently the poorest beefis sold there, at 
the lowest rates. A person in moderate circum- 
stances, moving from the North to the West 
Side almost invariably says, when he makes his 


first purchase of meat, I dan bay it cheaper 
on the North Side.” To which the meat-dealer 
replies, I know you can buy it for less money 
there, but not as good beef as this. The meat | 
you have been accustémed to buy was of an | 
ivferior quality.“ In all probability, the pur- 
chaser doves not belseve bim; but it is true, | 
nevertheless, The same thing occur in moving 
from the West to the South S de.

were it not for that unmitigated nuisanee, the 
dog.

Had our legislators his wisdom, human lives, as 
well as one of our great commercial interests, 
would not be offered up im sacrifice to that 
animal. 

From the fact of cattle-epeculators holding 
on to their purebases, and selling only at high 
rates; the cost of transportation; the price of 
killing and dressing; the profits of the whole- 
sale dealer, and the profits of the retail mer- 
chant, we need be at vo loss to understand why 
beef is high, and likely to continue so. 

Notwithstanding the bigh price of beef, the 

rofits of the retail meac-dealers are not 80 
rik as formerly; the wholesale price is so 
high that, in order to sell, the retail merchants 
are obliged to cut down their profits to as low a 
margin as possible, and even then they do not 
sell as much as they did, om account of the 
scarcity of money. Said one merchant, ‘ Many 
‘familes now buy only a pound anda half of 
meat where they used to take four pounds.” 
They, too, hke the grocer, have to contend with 
the credit-system. Said one man to whom 1 
applied for information, The credit-system is 
breaking us up entirely. We find it impossible to 
collect our bills. We shall either have to shut 
up shop, or to refuse to let another pound of 
meat go out without che money.” 

The difficulties with which the retail merchant 
has had to contend is teaching bim the 

THRIFT OF OLDER COUNTRIES, 

and he is learning to 28 up the fragments 
that nothing be lost. Ihe bones which he used 
to throw to the dogs he now puts into a barrel, 
which he sells to factories, where they are boiled 
down, and from which boiled mass are extracted 
the tallow, the glue, and the gelatine of com- 
merce. The bones are then burued, and used as 
fertalizers. 

The demand for meat is greatest in the winter. 
In the spring the supply of good beef is some- 
what exhausted, aud prices range higher until 
the natural growth of grass on which cattle 
feed is sufficient to fit them for the market, when 
the supply is greater and prices again fall. 
Thus, as has been before stated, beef follows the 
law of all marhetable products. When the sup- 
ply is greater than demand, the price will 
fall; but, when the demand is greater than the 
supply, the price will rise. 

t is claimed that the speculators in :attle, 
who bave contributed to the high price of meat, 
are mostly Jews. It is not unlikely that this is 
a fact, for the Jews, more than any other people,

What They Get, and Who They Are. 
Parise Orrrespondence New York Heraid, 
There are about 1,000 modeis in Paris, who go 
regularly round to painters’ and sculptars’ 
studios asking for work. Their names, a! iress- 


reference-book, and when he wants them he 
sends for chem. Ihey are mostly Italians, and 
there is a great deal of jealousy among thera. 
The prices of models in Paris are abous double | 
the prices of models in Rome, anc the cost of 
models is one of the few advantages which italy 
has over France. Male and female modelsin 
Paris receive the same rate of payment. It is 
fixed at five france a sitting for a mode! of the 
elaas, and inferior models char e one fraue 
an hour. They often strike for higher wages, 
but collapse in about two days, begging earnest- 
ly for work-again, with that half-pathletie, half- 
ludicrous power of entreaty which is peculiar to 
the Southern races. There are not a few highly 
respectable models. One isa physician's daugh- 
ter, who supports a family of thirteen persons 
by permitting the chastened eyes of art to gase 
upon her exquisite loveliness and to make it a- 
mortal; one is an English watchmaker, a very 
worthy man. But it is the custom of all pro- 
fessions in our day to allow middlemen te pilfer 
a greater part of their earings, and, therefore, 
of course, a set of greedy farmers of models is 
in existence. 

Model-farmers often have differences with a 
magistrate, for they are in the habit oi enticing 
children from home and pocketing then gains. 
When they are caught dealing sharply with a 
minor, the law interferes and gives them some 


$40 a year to each of their live stock, while a 
model may easily gain $3 a day in Paris, 
t is, therefore, only right that a business whieh 


risks atten it. Thus Suisse’s school for 
studying from life, on the Quai des Orfevres, 
was closed in cousequence of alleged sharp prac- 
tices, and M. Suisse was arrested. Some English 
models, with whom a model-farmer who supplied 
M. Suisse had unfair dealings, were sent 

to their friends, and several pictures for which 
they had given sittings were thus ruined. 

The Dean of the models in Paris is a curious 
character. He was a friend and fellow-pupil of 
Meissonier, and gave some promise of exceilenre 
as an artist, when his career was spoiled by is 
being drafted for a soldier. Now he works ada 
model two days every week, and paints on the other 
five, Frenchmen not beiag very conspicuous for 
respect to the Sabbath day. This old gentieman 
bas a funny little house. It is oniy one-story 
high, a marvelous thing in Paris, where land 
so dear. His httle house is barred and grated 
like a castle in the Middle Ages, He will not 
open his door till the visitor who comes to see 
him sends his voice through a slit in the panel, 
and replies to all inguiries respecting bis name 
aud business. 

The Dean of the models delights to astonish 
his neighbors by giving currency to the rumer 
that he is a great artist. He beseeches. his 
clients to call upon him iu earriages or on horse- 
back. that his neighbors may be enticed to com- 
pliment him on the rank of bis admirers gud the 
splendor of his renown. When his clients do 
come on horseback, which is not seldom, fer 
artists are kind-hearted gentlemen who are not 
sorry to humor the weakness of an old maa, 
they can look over his chimney, for a horse with 
its rider is much talier than his house.

The Chamvagne from which the wine takes its 
name Was an ancient province in France, but of 
this only the prefectures of Epernay and Rheims 
— good wine. The grape generally grown 

or producing champagne is the black Burgundy, 
it being a singular fact that this wine, which is 
perhaps the whitest of all wines, is made from a 
black grape. Only aboat one-fourth of the 


grapes grown in the Champagne district are con- 


verced into effervescing wine. Ide rest are 
made mostly into red wine by @ process similar 
to that employed in Burgundy.

Tbe wine runniog from the 
press when the power is first applied is consider- 
ed the best. After it has stopped flowing the 
follower ia raised, the edges of the cake ure out 
of and thrown imo the middle, and pressure 
again apphed. This is repeated several times ; 
but the whole process must be completed before 
the grapes commence to ferment, because the 
slightest fermentation during the pressing will 
extract the color from the hacks. The must 
rune inte large vais, where it stands from six to 
twenty hours, during which time it throws up a 
froth, and deposits other impurities in the bottom 
of the casks. The must is carefully drawn off 
from these into barrels, in whieh it undergoes the 
first fermentation. It remains in these barreis 
until avout the lst of December; it is then clear, 
and is then drawn off from the lees. The tirst 
step in the manufacture is to mix the producis 
of Various vineyards 60 as to produce a wine 
which shall resembie some particular brand, such 
as a Sillerv, Eperpay, or any other that may be 
popular at the time. The wine is then fined by 
isingiass; it takes from an eighth of an ounce 
te a quarter to each barrel. This cecupies about 
a month. If at the end of this time it is not 
clear, it is dran off from the lees and fined 
again. Ihe wine during this process of fining 
is also treated with eulphur vapor in 
order to make it as pale as ible. 
It is then drawn off, bottled, corked. 
As soon as the bottles have been 
corked, they are carried into the cellars anil put 
into immense piles, some houses filling every 
year several hundred tiousand bottles. As the 
temperature in the cellar increases with tue ap- 

roach of summer, the wine begins to ferment. 

his is the eritical time with the manufacture. 
Many bottles burst from the pressure of the dis- 
engaged gasea, but, if the breakage does not ex- 
ceed 8 per cent by the end of August, no par- 
ticular measures are taken; if, however, it much 
exceeds this amount, the bottles must be un- 
corked and recork This is a dangerous 
condition, siuce Oftentimes the bottles explode 
in the nds of the workmen. The con- 
stant breaking of bottles sounds uke a suc- 
ceasion of pistol shots, but this entirely ceases 
by the end of the summer. When the 
fermentation is finished, the stacks of bottles 
are overbanied, all the broken bottles are re- 
moved, and those in good order are re-stacked. 
These are then allowed to remain at rest until 
the yeast has settled at the lower side of the 
bottle. Aud in this state the wine remains until 
it is ready for sale. It has yet to be cleared. 
For this purpose the bottles are placed neck 
down wards ob long benches pierced with holes 
in which the necks fit. The deposit gradually 
settles upon the cork. This is then removed by 
skillfully withdrawing the cork, and allowing 
the frota which escapes to carry yeast with 
it. The wine is now ready for finishing. As 
above prepared, it is dry and somewhat deficient 
in flavor; to impart sweetness and flavor, 
a certain quantity of liqueur must be 
added. This is prepared from sugar and some 
very fine flavored old wine for the better -d 
ties of champagne, but from brandy, wine, and 
sugar for the more common kinds; but every 
manufacturer has his particular recipes, and the 
liqueur also varies with the country to which the

The science of electric telegraphy, though 
from the results already achieved one might 
suppose the limits of its power were well- 
nigh exhausted, is by those who 
have made it a life study, and are thus intimate- 
ly acquainted with its possibilities, to be still in 
its infancy. It might be supposed that, with the 
wonderful results which have crowned the suc- 
cessive experiments and inventions of electri- 
cians since the subtle power of electricity was 
first used as a means of transmission. they 
would rest content, and point to what 
their results bad already achieved as an answer 
to any unreasonable individual who might pre- 
gume to demand a search for further develop- 
ments and an improvement upon the systems of 
telegraphy at present in vogue. In this age. 
however, the scientist's love of research, and his 
determination to probe to the bottom any prob- 
lem whose solutioa promises either to add to the 
light of science or to prove of practical utility to 
mankind, is unceasing and fixed. The oid and

These dots would be identical 
as regards duration with the Morse dot. The 
saving of time by this change would be equal to 

four to one. 

ELECTRICAL FORCE REQUIRED. 
Reporter—Does the transmitting of sound re- 
uire a greater or a less electrical foree than or- 
dinary telegraphing ? 

Mr. Gray—Much less. For ordinary sound- 
telegraphing purposes much less than a hun- 
dredth part of the battery power now required 
would be sufficieot. In this respect it may be 
employed with great advantage in connection 
with marine cabies and wires. I believe that 
with two, or at most three, cups, 2,000 miles of 
aerial lines could be worked on the sound sys- 
tem, where not less than 2,000 cups are at pres- 
ent employed. 

TWENTY MESSAGES AT ONE TIME. 
Reporter—Are the increased rate of speed, and 
the diminution'in necessary battery-power the 
only practical advantages your system has over 
the old one? : 
Mr. Gray—No. The great advantage lies in 
the fact that I believe in working by sound- 
transmission. As many as twenty or more mes- 
sages can be seut over a single wire at the same 
time without any confusion at the receiving of- 
fice. Without going into the science of acous- 
tics to any great depth, I will mention that one 
of ita principles is going to help us produce the 
result I auticipate.

Woman-Suifrace. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Sin: In my last communication I arrived at 
the conclusion, that inasmuch as the dependence 
of the female on the good-will of the male is a 
fact, established by Nature herself, which no 
enactment of a law of equality can change, as 
that very law itself would depend only on the 
grace of the male sex, the question at issue 
could only be rationally argued on the point: 
Would the granting of equal rights be a benefit 
to society ? 

Much as I wonld be willing to gratify the 
wishes of the fair claimantg by an aflirmative 
answer, a due consideration of the welfare of 
society (and as well of the female as the male 
portion thereof) forces me to emphatically and 
positively reply with No!“ And I do so be- 
cause I am satisfied that—whatever may be the 
value of an equality of rights im other respects, 
which I do not care to discuss here, as each 
single claim for rights must be treated on its 
own merite—the extension of ,the mght of suf- 
frage to the female would be attended by the 

MOST DESTRUCTIVE CONSEQUENCES 
to the peace and stability of the State, and would 
finally result in nothing less than the utter de- 
struction of popular government itself by violent 
and bloody revolution and civil war. For the 
reason, namely: that the extension of suffrage 
to the female sex would destroy the possibility 
of attaining the very purpos® which the right of 
suffrage tries to accomplish. That purpose is 
neither more nor less than to secure the peaceful 
existence of the State by shaping the Government 
of the same in obedience to the will of the 
strongest power. And the right of suffrage tries 
to obtain this end by removing avy temptation, 
as well from the party which is possessed of the 
strongest power, as from the weaker one, to- 
wards attempting to control the administration 
of the State for the furtherance of their interests 
by exercising their natural —— of using their 
own faculties for their own benefit,” in the vio- 
lent and forcible suppression of interests hostile 
to them, as are those of the opposite party. For 
it is evident that,if the will of the stronger 
y be carried out by the Government of the 

tate, the weaker party, whose contrary inter- 
este are disregarded, will not be inclined to make 
an attempt to secure the advancement of its in- 
terests by force, as, the opposite party being 
stronger, such an attempt would carry with it 
the certainty of failure, aud hence would be an 
absurdity too glaring to be undertaken by ra- 
tional beings. But, destroy the conviction that 
the governing party is the more powerful ove, 
what motive remains to secure the acquiescence 
of the other party in the disregard and violation 
of its interests by the existing Goverument? 
None at all! For are not Goveruments created 
for the advancement of the interests of the gov- 
erned 7 —and. consequently, are not the gov- 
erned justified to oppose, by the exercise of 
their natural faculties, —that is, by any means 
in their power,—any Government disregarding 
their interests ? And, if the opposition fails to 
accomplish the abolishment of the violation of 
its interests in favor of the interests of the rul- 
ing party, by peaceful means, what wiil prevent 
it from putting au end to tuat dis:egard of their 
interests 
BY FORCIBLE MEANS? 
Nothing else. than tie conviction that the 
employment of forcible means would not achieve 
the result aimed at. But this conviction is only 
copsequent upon the consciousness that the 
ruling party is the strouger one, and hence 
possesses the power enabling it to achieve the 
victory in an openly- hostile contest of forces. This 
consciousness being the only element upon which 
the peacefui acquiescence of the suppressed in 
the Government of the ruling party is based, 
any institution that will tend to create it is con- 
ducive to the peaceful exmtence aud develop- 
ment of the State. And, if peaceful existence is 
an essential element of the weifare of society in 

eneral, it follows that the interests of the latter 
— the greatest possible perfection of such 
institutions which may produce that result, viz. : 
the consciousness of any and oid gre! that 
the reins of Government are indeed he d 
party able to inforce its laws and measures 
against any opposition that may bappen to feel 
aggrieved and arise inst their execution.

The Epicene Club. 
From the London Saturday Review, June 20, 

One might think we had clubs enough al- 
ready, with all those that are afloat, but still 
more are projected to supply what is vaguely 
called @ pressing social need. The shouting, 
singing, free-and-easy club of artists and Bohe- 
mians; the grave, dialectical club of politicians 
and scholars; the silent, business-like club 
where whist is treated as one of the important 
occupations of life, and substantial sums of 
money change hands over the rubber as method- 
ically as on settling-day in the House; the bust- 
ling, noisy, betting club where turfites discuss 
the merits of the favorite in tanguage of strange 
construction, and where each member is in ex- 
clusive possession of the “straight tip” which 
will “bring him home,” and warrant his put- 


——— au 
ng 


ting on the pot; the mere club which is noth- 


ing but a club,—a place for convenient dinners, 
for the newspapers and magazines, a good ad- 
dress for the miserable bachelor, and a safe re- 
treat for the harassed Benedict, —all these are 
as nothing compared to the last new thing pro- 
posed; namely, 
THE ERICENE CLUB 

where men and w@men may meet and receive 
theit private letters, make appointments of 
which no one knows but themselves, eat their 
mutton-chops, and discuss the affairs of Europe 
together, without fear of Mrs. Grundy or sub- 
mission to the ordinary restraints of the draw- 
ing-room. 

The proposers of this new fusion are about to 
make a bold experiment,—if indeed they get a 
sufticientiy large following to be abie to make it 
at all, for we fancy that more beside ourselves are 
doubtful of its success ; and it may be that those 
who desire it most are just those whose support 
is least desired by the promoters. It is of course 
possible that it may sucveed when put in work- 
ing order. and experience alone can determine 
how much vitality and feasibility it possesses. 
But, viewing it from a distance, and as impartial! 
spectators weighing dangers and measuring 
chances, it seems to usa matter bristling with 
difficulties of all kinds. At the very outset, the 
details of membership will be hard to arrange, 
and the work of the Committee will be, we should 


think, as pleasaut as walking over burning plow- 
bares or dancing among eggs; for the condi- 
tions of ineligibility must either be so elastic 
as to include many doubtful elements, or 
so rigid as to per the commercial 
success of the scheme by exclusiveness. In 
either case, will the majority of women care to 
submit themselves to the chances of rejection, 
with the slur that will be assumed to be implied 
in that rejection? Men are aceustomed to this 
kind of thing, and are not hurt by it, but women 
are not accustomed to it, and are sensitive ; and 
it is scarcely probable that the ladv-vandidaute 
for admission into the Epicene Club, who has 
been blackballed by an overwhelming majority, 
will accept her denial with as good a grace as the 
ordinary man in the same position. Sue will 
feel that it is somehow 
A DISGRACE, AN IMPUTATION,|A SLIGHT; 

and her friends will feel so too, and will resent 
her rejection as an insult. The explavation 
that she is not considered a clubable sort of per- 
sou, will carry no weight with it, aud no one will 
be able to fall back on the impersonal objection 
of her profession and its already redundant rep- 
resentation in the Club. And, this being so, we 
question whether the nicest women will care to 
subject themselves to the various processes of 
canvassing, discussion, inquiry, and possible 
rejection incident to club-membership. Those 
who are not so nice are not so desirabie. 

Then, are nnmarried women to be aamitted ? 
If so, what is to be the lowest age of member- 
ship? It seems séarcaly fair to allow the mar- 
ried coquette of 19 aright which she is sure to 
abuse, and forbid the staid spinater of twice her 
age aprivilege which she wonld have neither 
tae wish nor the temptation to turn to evil uses. 
Bat, if unmarried women are to be members at 
all, we cannot see how it would work to make a 
distinction between them and the wives, either 
in age or personal appearance, Let, again, if 
girls of 21 or 80, young, pretty, and engaging, 
are to be members, there wiil be little peace left 
in the homes of those lady-memvers who own 
light-minded lords. also members; and the door 
which will be opened to jealousy, prying, Scan- 
dai, and suspicion, will be very wide indeed, 
Even if a definite age, sounding safe enough, 
is to be set, we still do not quite see that 
absolute security which of itself would disarm 
all suspicion and put anend to doubt, The 
angerous, all things covsid- 
ered, as the youthful one; and a handsome, 
clever, weil-constituted woman of 40 might do 
even more damage thaua girl of 18, because, 
knowing better the weight of her metal, and how 
far it carries. It would scarcely do, however, to 
make the qualification for spinster-membersabip 
consist iu confessed homeliness for the sake of 
keeping the peace among the wives, or to enact 
that part of the ceremony of admission should 
be a solemn oath taken againat flirting. Yet, 
where pretty women and pleasant men are mixed 
up together in the sans facon of a club, 

THERE WILL BE FLIRTING 

as surely as there is flirting now under more 
difficult conditions. Sex is a great fact, let the 
pew echool which wants to create a third gender 
say what it will; and we cannot believe that an 
Epicene Club, where Don Juan may meet 
Dona Julia without the trouble of arranging 
an assignation beforehand, and lively spinsters 
may have unrestricted association with discursive 
Benedicts, will be the safest kind of thing, 
looked at allround. It would be very pleasant, 
no doubt; it would save the exvenditure of both 
wits and falsebood; the old trick of calling at 
the pastrvcook’s for letters would be unnecessa- 
ry; and meetings that came, as it were, of them- 
selves, and in the natural order of events, would 
excite less suspicion and afford more freedom 
than if they had to be planned for and precau- 
tions taken against discovery. Still. other in- 
terests have to be considered besides these, and 
perbaps those are the interests which would be 
most endangered under the proposed arrange- 
ment. 

Setting aside the obvious uses to which an 
Epicene Club might be turned, and to which 
there is no kind of doubt it would be turned in 
many instances, the question remains, 

ARE WOMEN, FOR THE MOST PART, CLUBABLE? 
We think not. Nervous and irritable, fall of 
strange fancies, given to unfounded dislikesand 
rootless friendships, impatient of small annoy- 
ances, most women have little real command 
over themselves, and are apt to show their feel- 
ings with what would be a savage simplicity and 
directness but for the finery of mind and body to 
which they are given. When they dislike each 
other,—and, where there are a dozen women, 
there will be a dozen enmities,—they have 
an infinite variety of ways of manifest- 
ing their spite; ways unknown to men, 
and impossible in a society of men, but 
which would destroy the peace of a 
community where there was no recognized 
head to keep order and settle difficuities. 
Even in boarding-houses, family hotels, and the 
like, the feminine warfare, always more or less 
raging, makes quiet walking a service of doubt 
and danger; and, in an Epicene Club. enmities 
and rivalries would be as certain to exist on one 
side of the corridor as flirting and jealousy on 
the other. The very dress of women is a non- 
clubable element. Men may have the ugliest 
clothing in the world, but their costume is 80 far 
democratic that it brings us all on the same 
level, and prevents the frantic rivairy which dis- 
aracts the other sex. With them the badly- 
dressed are despised by the well-dressed, as poor 
creatures without taste, sense, or soul; and the 
well-dressed are either iouately envied or 
set down as sinners very little better than they 
should be, by those who have a desire for fine 
clothes, but have no money to buy them with, 
or who have no taste in millinery and no respect 
for ornament. If one woman thinks a proper 
disposition of lave and sik next door to 
the cardinal virtues, another holds her bighesrt 
self degraded if she is anything less thana fright 
tied up in a bundle anyhow and throwing the 
graces tothe winds. The two sects never have

The Morning) Post of April 14, 1780, contains 
the following apnouncenicnt : 

„Casino, No. 43 Great Marlborough street, 
this evening, the l4th inet, will commence the 
Tirst Bexsioag of the Female Parliament. The 
Debate to be earried on by ladies only, and a 
lady to (preside in the chair. Question—Is that 
assertion of Mr. Pope's founded in justice 
which Says Every woman is at heart a rake?’ 
Ou the Syuday eveniug a theological question 
to be discused.” In succeeding issues of the 
paper, formal reports of the proceedings of this 
patliament ia fpetcicoats are published, such 
as:, Friday, April 21. The Speaker having 
taken the chair, it was resolved nem. con. that 
the assertion of Mr. Pope’s, which says Every 
woman’ is at heart a sake,’ is not founded in just- 
ice. A momber presented to the Honse several 
petitious from men milliners, mer mattua-mak- 
ers, &., &c., against a bill entitled An Act to 
prevent men from monopoliziag womeu's pro- 
fessions.’ Resolved that said bill and said peti- 
tions be considered.” 

“‘ Such is the universal race for public speak- 
ing. writes the Morning Post, of May 20, 1780, 
„that the honorable Mrs. L——, possessed of 
no less than two thousand ponnds a year, con- 
stantly speaks at the Casino Rooms on the nights 
of the ladies’ debates.” 

In the Morning Post of March 9, 1781, we 
meet with this report: ‘* Labelie Assemblee 
Badget. The opening of the Budget, and the 
debate which ensued upon the taxes that were 
proposed by the female Premier, as the Ways and 
Means for procuring the supplies for the present 
year, afforded such high and uncommon amuse-

ment to the numerous and splendid company in 


the Rooms, that a general request was made that 
on the subsequent Friday the ladies should re- 
sume the consideration of the Budget, in prefer- 
ence to the question given out from the chair. In 
obedience, therefore, to the desire of the public, 
the ladies mean this evening to résume the de- 
bate on the following taxes, viz. : 

1. Old maids and bachelors over a certain 
age. 
2. On men milliners, men manuta-makers, 
men marriage- brokers. 

On female foxes, female dragoons, female 

playwrights, and females of all descriptions who 
usurp the occupations of the men. 


4. On monkeys. lap-dogs, butterflies, parrots, 


and puppies, including those of the human spe- 
cles, 

5. On made-up complexions. 

6. On French dancers, French frizeurs, French 
cooks, French milhners, and French fashion- 
mongers. 

7. On quacks and empirics, including those of 
the State, the Church, and the Bar, ete, etc.” 

About this time, too, we. find the following in- 
genious problem propounded for the solution of 
a like gathering in The Large Hall, Cornhill: "— 
„ Which is the bappiest period of a man’s life: 
when courting a wife, whea married to a wife, or 
when burying a bad wife.” 

In 1783 an advertisement appears of the pro- 
see opening, on March 17, of ice“ elegant 

tooms (late Hickford’s), Brewer street, Golden 
Square, for public debate by ladies only. The 
first subject suggested »eems quite as compre- 
hensive in the matter of women's rights as the 
most zealous advocate of them in our own day 
could desire. This is it: Do not the extraor- 
diaary abilities of the ladies in the present age 
demand academical honors from the universi- 
tties, a right to vote at elections, and to be re- 
turned members of Parliament?

Last week nearly emptied the city; that is to 
say, everybody who is-anybody fied before the 
horrors of the Fourth. Certainly there are some 
hundreds of thousands of persons left, many of 
whom doubtless need and deserve a change four 
times as much as they who have gone to seek it ; 
but an old resident instant!y recognizes the dif- 
erenc in the strect-crowdas, and actually misses 
the departed hordes. i * 

Merely as a matter of physical com- 
fort, there is go pleasanter time to be 

in Gotham than in early summer, and 
they who depart on warm-weather wanderings 
before Independence-Day lose as much as they 
gain. I haven’t envied the weary owners of the 
bursting trunks that have been tending, by the 
cart-load, station-and-dock-ward for tne last ten 
days. The struggles those unhappy mortals 
have bad with modistes and tailors, before they 
could cram their luggage with heaps of un- 
necessary clothing, and depart in piece-s, are too 
painfal to contemplate. It is too high a price to 
pay. 
INCREASING DEMANDS OF THE TOILETTE. 

Every year increases rather than dimishes the 
number of absolute requisites of toilette which 
no well-attired person thinks he orshe can get 
along without. So, every year, the getting ready 
to go away for the summer-months grows to be 
a greater burden; and they who, when they be- 
sin their preparations, show no signs of doing 
60 from necessity, grow weary and wan before 
they are prepared to start, and appear as if their 
approaching journey was the oue thing which 
would saye them from departing for a sphere 
where mantua-making is unanown., 

The piles of lovely but unprofitable muslins. 
the dozens of delicate but unserviceable silks, the. 
quantities of beautifu but unnecessary fineries 
of all sorts. that are gotten up for summer- 
wardrobes, are marvels to behold. A purely 
practical and comfortable wardrobe for the 
country would contain only a few dresses of light 
woolen goods; plenty of calicoes aud 
cambrics, made so plainly that the 
washing of them would be po bugbear; 
a black foulard or taffeta silk waiking-creds ; 
possibly a eummer silk of such a shading of 
gray. or black and white, as would render it at 
once cool-looking aud comparatively weather- 
proof. With these gowns, and half-e-dozen 
plain, pretty camisoles for very hot mornings, 
nobody need wish for more. Our climate is 60 
changeable that frequently what is entirely 
comfortabie before noon is entirely uncomfort- 
able before dusk; therefore certain .wovlen 
fabrics are as indispensable to our July as to our 
Jauuary clothing. 

STARCHED STUFFS ASANDONED. 

More and more, ladies intending to pass their 
vacation by the seashore, abandon starched 
stuffa, and take to soft worsted goods. Three 
quarters of the white dresses that have gone and 
are going to Long Branch, Saratoga. 
Newport, and Cape May this season, are 
of grenadine, tissue, — 1 gauze, crepe, 
foulard, twilled silk, and other ligut but non- 
wasbable materials. ‘The foliy of wearing, in the 
damp atmosphere of the coast, costumes which, 
ha.f-aa-hour after donning, look like moist rays, 
is fully appreciated now, thoughit has taken 
years torealizeit. It is only in the dryest of 
injJand or mountain towns tust it pays to 
wear lawns and muslius; but there is notning so 
bewitchingly feminine as these diaphonous 
siulfs. 

A FANCY OF THE MOMENT. * 

It is one of the fancies of the moment to use 
much veivet, both cut and ribpon, in trimming 
thin goods. This is very pretty and inappropr- 
ate; and, as pretty and inappropriate things are 
seemingly far more attractive than the pretty 
and gppropriate are, the fneshion bas 
taken a strong hold. A noticeable dress, of 
white gauze and claret velvet is made in the 
following way: Toe demi-train is bordered by a 
twenty-inch kilting of the gauze,—the kilting 
being held down by three bands of claret velvet, 
an mech, an inch-and-a-half, and two inches 
wide. The upper and narrowest band is about 
an inch from the top of the kilting; the second 
band an inch from the first, the third an inch- 
and-a-half from the second. Then comes a sec- 
ond kilting, fifteen inches wide, held down by 
two bands of velvet. The overdressisa short 
and decidedly bouffant polonaise of the gauze, 
the front corners rounded and drawn far back,— 
the edge being trimmed with a knife-plaiting, a 
finger wide, of the gauze, and a band of velvet. 
Down the middie of the front breadth, from 
the belt to the top of the upper kilting, 
are set cunning bows of gauze and velvet min- 
gled. Over the polonaise is worn a sleeveless 
jacket of velvet, ee 80 low in front as to 
require but three buttons (in this case garnet 
and pearl studs) above the waist. The sleeves 
are of gauze, puffea lengthwise from shoulder 
to wrist,—the puffs separated by cords of velvet. 
A full frillof the gauze, and an inner one of 
tulle, are inside the neck of the jacket. This 
costume is very handsome, very showy, and not 
very expensive ; beside being equally well suited 
to a July bali or January reception. 

A DECIDED CONVENIENCE. 

It must be rather a convenience for those re- 
quiring maoy evening-dresses to have them 
adapted to all seasous, especially if they do not 
summer and winter among the same persons. 
It certainly would be an economy never 
to go m warm weather where the

stay. In this way, one’s wardrobe—or at least 
some portion of it—would serve the whole year, 
and still be fresh to inquisitive eyes. 
THE LATEST STYLE 

in muslin dress (I saw this three days ago, and 
there may be a dozen new modes since) is formed, 
I believe,’after the following model: The siirt, 
just resting on the ground, basa wide. straight 
back breadth, and is closely gored im front and 
on the sides.

KNOW ALREADY WORM-RBITTEN PULPIT. 
We live ina period of human history that 
might fittingly be styled the Meteoric age. 
Everything is characterized by breathless hurry, 
flash, and boom, followed by intervals of silence 
and night. The very atmosphere about our 
heads is tremulous with abnormal excitement, 
and the spirit of peace, like a frightened bird. 
has flown beyond our horizon. Men's nerves 
have become intensely electrified, their brains 
are feverish, and all their lives are hurried, 
True, here and there may be seen some eccentrie 
individual who is content to live and work in the 
old conservative way; but the great multitudes 
of men rush scrambling wildly on, as though 
stung and driven by the very demon of desper- 
ate unrest. 
Society, toa mournful extent, is tormented 
with fictitious wants, and is given up to fictitious 
ways. It is fast growing plethorio with that 
spirit of miserable pretension which compels men 
and women to affect to be what they know 
are not—wise when they are ignorant, rich 
when they are poor, od when they are bad. 
There is, in fact, a hollowness and a mere out- 
sidedness, a veneering of bright colors, about all 
our modern civilization, very suggestive of the 
coneh-shell: it was once the palace of a living 
creature ; but now it is empty, or filled only with 
resonant air, which tries to cheat us 
the poetic belief that it is, the fnusical 
murmuring of the imprisoned ocean-spirit. 
Whoever elligently considers the condition 
and tendeney of society, both in secular and 
saéred departments, must be led to exolaim, with 
Solomon. Vanity of vanities; all is vanity!” 
luypatience is universal; pride is stronger than 
love of live or the fear of death ; so that mon,

As it is, both religiously and logically, not anly 
ms the preacher shut up to the pulpit, but over 
the pulpit is written the charge, in letters of 
blood, more solemenly impreseive than the fiery 
band-qriting upon Belshagzar’s wall: 
** PREACH THE WORD!” 
These reflections will suggest to all the im- 
portant question, What is the legitimate scope 
or intention of preaclupg? The auswer involves 
some noteworthy truths rarely thought of, 
aud the general neglect of which has been the 
cause of wide-spread confusion aad the most de- 
plorable evil. 
We find, then, in the first place, contrary to the 
evident notion of many, that the aim of preach- 
ing most certainly is not political. Indeed, un- 
leas by the moai unscrupulous perversion, it 
does nut oven touch the affairsof State. And this 
need not cause alarm and lamentation among the 
patriotic ; for we have statesmen and politicians, 
we havethe great public press, to occupy the 
Hold of politics; and surely they are far more 
competent than the ministry to educate the peo- 
ple in the things of Cwsar's province. It is not 
Philosophical, and the vain discussions of Phil- 
csophy and Science should be summarily re- 
manded to the schools and lecture-halls, where 
they indisputably belong. In brief, the object 
of preaching is not educational, only in so much 
as education. is incidental. The 
worthy of God, worthy an institution born of in- 
finite wisdom : 
IT I8 TO SAVE MEN !— 
to save them from sin, and despair, and death. 
The humau race has been suined by sin, and is 
deomed to die.

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REVIEW OF AMUSEMENTS. 
— 


SUMMER THEATRBS. 

The theatres, excepting the Academy of Mu- 
sic, being now all closed, it is agreeable to look 
back u little and see how the march of time has 
added to the discomforts of dramatic audi- 
ences. With the thermometer ranging above 100 
deg., as it has only done during the past 
three or four weeks, we are driven to admit that 
a covered place of amusement, which admits air 
only by the mouthful, is not the most desirable 
form of summer-house. Managers have found 
this out in other cities. In Chicago they insist 
upon holding out, no matter what the 
weather is. Next year ther win all 
close carly. The policy of 
men and women like oysters in their own perspi- 
ration is frightfully expensive to the managerial 
cooks. Asa genera! thing, people like to think 
of such a process only as a remote possibility ; 
even then the contempiation of such a condition 
harmonizes better with the Athanasian Creed, or 
® camp-mecting address, than with the play- 
house. Even the ghostly counsellor postpenes 
that fate for playgoers till after they have left 
their gross bodies behind them, either at the 
cremationér’s or the cemetery. With this indul- 
gence graated from the pulpit, ‘the 
person who Voluntarily pays to be 
siewed alive lacks common sense. Managers 
have found that this class of person is rare in 
Chicago. Henesforth, if Mr. MoVicker or Mr. 
Hooley desires to give summer performances, 
he must have the roof taken off his theatre, the 
auditorium lichted by eleciricity, and the atmos- 
phere properly iced before being admitted. 
Thu will be an evideuce of modern progress. 
As we Dow are, our theatres are rather behind 
the age. 

IN THE GOOD OLD TIMvEs, 
when the early Komans patromzed theatrical 
entertainments, before they began to destroy 
cities and drag conquered monarchs in triumph 
through the streeis,—in fact before they 


had anything in the form of streets,—their thea-. 


tres were of the airy description we should like 
to have. Every schoolboy has a picture of the 
theatre in its crudest and most natural form in 
the familiar Latin grammar quotation : 

Tityre tu patulw recubans sub tegmihe fagt, 
— the orchestra neatly criticised in the next 


Silvestrem tenui musa meditaris ayena, 
We can easily picture such

mosquito from his companion’s nose, but etuer- 
wise heartily given over to the quiet repose 
which the situation demanded. 

Imagine this, ye grievously bored and melting 
thousands who paid 10 cents for a paltn-leaf fan, 
and then discovered, what you ought to have 
koown long ago, that the mere motion of tue 
air did not cool it, and the exercise of fanning 
only made you hotrer. Surely the primitive 
variety theatre was the mores rational for 
summer weather. Miss Dyas and Jim Lewis 
were not there to charm or amuse, but 
then the audience of that day 
would have been just ae critical as you are, and 
would have rushed mto print, as some of you do, 
to prove that Mies Dyas could not express 


f pathos, and that Jim Lewis was little better 


than a buffoon. They were better pleased with 
the squeaking of their reed fiutes than they 
would have been with that immense orchestra at 
the Academy of Musit, to support which, as the 
programme so carefully annousces, Mr. Gardi- 
ner pays $150 a week more than any other man- 
axor in the country. In point of fact, these open- 
air hearty bucolic anditors would have laughed 
at Mr. Gardiner, and told bim be was throwing 
away nearly every cent of that amount. Indeed, 
that appears to be the only point on which we of 
to-day would agree with them. 

And then, bow much pleaseanter to see 
Amaryllis and Chloe picking the soft meat out 
of the creamy beech puts than to watch the la- 
boring jaws of Belle and Georgina strug for 
liberty with a chocolate caramel! Indeéd tie 
old style has not been improved upon in this 
respect. The swains would perhaps rise to 

KICK A SHERP OR TWO, 

or even fill a horn with water, but they never 
rushed en masse from the leafy auditorium to 
tue gin-mill under the theatre, to return with reek- 
ing breath and ruddy noses. The ladies, at any rate, 
will agree that civilization has brought with it 
some unpleasant features in respect of theatri- 
cal performances. But then the ladies all wore 
about the same kind of garments—one loose, 
long robe, and though human nature was the 
same in those days, undoubtedly, as it is now, 
there was no opportunity for rivalryin attire. 
Comfort and cleanliness were the two things 
needful, and there could have been no opporta- 
nity to indulge im that small-arm fire of sarcasm 
at Miss Smith’s want of tagte in matching col- 

or Miss Jones’ execrable ideas of what is 
fssbiousble. Civilization has given them this 
privilege, of course for the law of compensation 
is eternal. But this was 

THE THEATRE IN ITS SIMPLEST FORM. 

The god Pan was the general manager; pol- 
lo was the critic. Unfortunately, in those days 
the critic was less agreeable than he is now. if 
he thought a Performer excélied himself he 
would soraightway flay the offender on the spot. 
instead of going to his office and reserving the 
punishment until next day’s issue. Nowadays, 
the eritie gives the wretched actor time to sleep 
over it, make his peace, and ge his things in 
order. As far as criticism is concerned, we 
humbly venture to assert a great improvement 
has been made. Critics now have no personal 
interest at stake, although even Apollo could 
not convince an ex actor that it was all 
for hisown good and the elevation of popular 
taste. 

Of course such a condition of affairs could have 
been improved a little.

It would never have done to let the rot- 
temess of Athenian society be exposed in the 
coarse jests of that day. it is only when the 
same things are said in a slightly different way 
that we take our wives and daughters to the 
theatre. There was the same human 
nature reflecied, except in the grand 
old tragedies where the ideal or supernatural 
silenced or enraptured the audience, aud lifted 
them above mere matters of costume and scene- 
ry. But it is doubtful whether ladies were al- 
lowed to hear the solemn iambies rolled out upon 
the stage, full of deep philosophy, and laden 
with metaphysical speculation. 1 those mise r- 
able cays of heathen depravity, seduction and 
sdultery were not considered improving topics 
for the thought and contemplation of the future 
wives and mothers of the Republic. That highly 
ingenious buat shallow French proverb, honi 
soit qui mal 7 perse,” had not been invented to 
excuse the desire for witnessing degrading ex- 
hibitions. The world was younger then, and the 
poor Greeks were heathens, and théir negloct of 
these aids to the preservation of sotiety must be 
pardoned.

THE ROMAN THEATRE 
did not differ from that of the Gr aka, whom 
these Joaquin Millers copied from iu almost 
everything good. They even stole the Greek 
name for a theatre, and claimed it as original, 
just as they denied that the name of their city 
was Greek. When tuey found the semi-circular 
theatre too small for their imported gladiatorial 
exhibitions, they doubled them, put another 
theatre on the other side, and calléd it an ampbi- 
theatre,—a theatre om both sides. Here men, 
and women, and children went indiscrimmatelv, 
apd sat through the exhibitions, As Rome 
grew older, these poor old pagans grew 
more eruel, until as everybody knows, 
their amphitheatrical exhibiiions became the 
most atrocious things that human ingenuity un- 
tided could think abort. Christians were tor- 
tured, not by bad orchestras, but by burving 
end wild beasts; murders, pot of the © een's 
English, but of Roman and 1610 h gla nators, 
followed. Crustv old bachelors may say that if 
the ladies bad been kept out the Roman 
theatres would have remained as high-toued as 
those of Greece, but this sketch is meant to be 
unprejudiged. Of course we do not exactly 
wish the Roman theatre revived, There is too 
much murder in jest” on our stage already ; 
what we do want is comfort. Perliaps the old 
Romans suffered as much pain from the Italian 
gun as we do from the vas and bad ventilation. 
Indeed, the Colosseum in its ruins does not sug- 
gest comfort m any wey, and the provincial 
amphitheatres wers probably no better eff. Thie 
theatres proper, however, were probably bet ter 
arranged. 
THE MOST UNCOMFORTABLE THEATRES 
ever built were those of the twelfth to the fif- 
teenth century. They were copied from the 
Greek design, though indirectly through the Ve- 
netians. Bat what was good in Greece was not 
necessarily so m Euglaud. The. east winds, 
rain-storms, and chilty air ot the climate of Great 
Britain affords no counterpart for the balmy airs 
of Greece; the zephyre of ancient Athens did 
not in any way resemble the raw, blood-curdling 
breezes from the German Ocean; and a roofless 
theatre in London was as trying to the eonstitu- 
tion as a roofed play-house would have been in 
Thebes. Not long ago an English magazine gave 
a capital description of 
THE INTERIOR OF AN ENGLISH THEATRE 
in the fifteenth century, if we are not mis- 
taken. The pit was what its name implied, a

aud more aristocratic seats ware arranged as in 
the classic theatres. The pit was uncovered, 
and when the rain descended, as it does some- 
times to-day, the occupants of the pit would sit 
patiently throngh it; butchers, with their 
Sleeves all rolied up to the arm-pits; fat old 
merchants, steaming through the drizzle like the 
not then invented locomotive ; ruffians and loaf- 
ers (for these gentlemen are not indigenous to 
our day) cursed and swore, and fought in pub- 
lic without an effort on the manager's part to 
prevent it. Here and there 

A BUT? OF FOAMING ALZ 
was placed, and these gentiemen im the pit drank 
till the water descending upon them was utierly 
disproportioned to the liquid that they drank. 
No arrangements were made for their conven- 
ience in any way, and the most abominable 
sights were to be seen. In the upper tiers sat 
the men and women who cared to purchase shel- 
ter. They were covered, and could look down 
complacently upon the reeking crowd below. 
They brought their lunches with them, and 
enjoyed the performance with the double 
zest of the theatre and the pic- 
nic—great rolls of bread, masses of meat, 
and lumps of cheese that we would recoil from. 
The ormers were all men, but women went 
to see them, which was not strange. Ladies to- 
day often go to the theatre y to feast their 
eyes on @ favorite actor, which accounts for the 
vanity of players as a class. . It must have been 
dismal fun at the best, to sit through a rainy af- 
ternoon at the play-house, but could it ve 
been worse than a Chicago theatre in July? 

1 WHAT WE WANT. 

Now we really do not want to repeat the ex- 
periences of our forefaihers as here. related. 
Open-air theatr except in summer, would 
be intolerable. nofed theatres in summer 
are intolerable. If we cannot have open- 
air for July as well as proper warmth for Jap- 
uary, does it not seem a brilliant idea to close in 
July, or earlier, say June, and keep the house 

mber? We should hear fewer 
complaints about N ＋ not supportin 
the drama; there would be fewer disappointe 
stars. A long deartb of amusements would 
make more acceptable, and manager and 
public would be more really benefited. It seems, 
too, like an eager grubbing for the last dollar in 
the city to protract a season into the dog-davrs, 
The artists, poor ple, need some vacation, 
and the vublio a li tle respite. There is a season 
for all things, and « picnic in February would 
not be less out of season than a dramatic per- 
formance in July. Perhaps these remarks come 
too la may have learned their lesson 
— . But tes can impress it a little more 
oly by presenting an argument for closing,

If a negro was lost he went to Oberlin to 
live; and if he once reached the place he was 
safe, for no slave was ever returned to bondage 
from that town. Trains on the underground 
railroad arrived and departed at all hours of the 
day and night, and the most utter defiance of 
the right of property in man was practiced by 
the Oberlin Abolitionists. 


| never again to return to Ohio on a slave-cateh- 
ing expedition. 

However ridiculous some of these proceed- 
ings may seem even at this late day to the 
heathen; there can be little doubt but that 
Oberlin exercised a great influence upon the 
anti-slavery movement in America. Before the 
War, 15,000 young men and women had attended 
college there and received a strictly Anti-Slavery 
education. Every one of these went away « 
confirmed Abolitionist, and preached opposition 
to slavery as “ holiness unto the Lord.” They 

emselves over every State in the Union, 
and the influence these earnest workers exerted 
upon the sentiment of the country was im- 
mense. Over 200 of them were clergy- 
men, and every Sunday their pulpits, from 
Maine to Oregon, resouoded with Anti-Slavery 
doctrines, It was at Oberlin Mr. Garrison got

The Captain reported that dry 
fish and strong liquors are the only commodi- 
ties for those parts.” Thus began the exchange 
of Indians, fish, and rum, for negro slaves. Dur- 
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That no negro might mistake his way, the 
finger-boards were removed and a full-sized 
Cuffy, running for dear life, was put on the 
cross-roads, his arm outstretched and pointing 
the way to Oberlin. The signs before the hotels 
near the place were pictures of a man one-half 
black and the other halt @hite,—the black side 
facing towaid Oberlin. Ip the village a negro 
bound in chains, a tiger chasing a negro, and a 
crowd of Oberliners driving off slave-hunters 
were in some insiances the expressive sicns 
that pointed out places of business; and, as if 
sanctioning all this and making it a religious du- 
ty, ‘*‘ Holiness unto the Lord was written in va- 
rious places and blazed in golden letters from 
the flag hung over the College buildings. 
Certainly it was as uninviling a bdigce for a 
slaveholder to enter as one could find, and it 
was not to be wondered at that they generally 
halied at the first negro sign-board and 
turned back to the next village. To the 
fugitive, as well as to the pursuer, there was 
something inexpressibly touching in the picture 
of a crowd of natives with sticks and stones 
driving off kidaappers, under the motto of 
Holiness unto thé Lord.“ 

The more enterprising slave-hunters who 
entered the town soon found themselves 
the victims of misplaced confidence and 
the dufes of what they ever afterwards 
termed as designing a set of villains as 
lived on the face of the earth.” No sooner 
would their business leak out than the slave- 
catchers would receive a visit (sometimes in the 
middle of the night) from a mysterious person- 
age, who would propose to give great informa- 
tion and be of the most positive service in recap- 
turing the escaped slaves. The generous offer 
was generally accepted by the unsuspecting 
Southerners, and then followed a carnival of 
sport for the Oberliners. Riding all night over 
rough roads, crawling all day through corn- 
patches, wading swamps, or scratching their 
flesh off in the brambles of the forests, the 
slave-catehers would toil day after day hunting 
for their dusky property, and return to their 
hotel at night weary and worn out, only to be 
laughed at in secret by the tricky Abolitioniste, 
and then encouraged to renew the fruitless 
search on the morrow. 

Sometimes a crowd of mischievous students 
would black one of their namber and send him to 
the swamp: then they would announce to the 
slave-hunters they had found the hiding-place of 
the fugitive, aud, accompanied by the Southerners, 
the search would begin. A shout of Here he 
goes! would presently announce the discovery, 
and the race commenced. Over ditches, across 
fields, through swamps, until. tired out, the fugi- 
tive would allow himself to be captured by his 
weary pursuers, when the thin lips, straight hair 
and nose, would announce the sell and cause the 
indignant Southerners to curse horribly. Roar- 
ing with rage they would depart southward, fol- 
lewed by the jeers and shouts of their persecu- 
tors. : 

No man in Oberlin could be trusted on the 

slave question. An old Southerner once said no 

mat ter how pious or reliable they might be in 

other matters, they wouid “ he like horse-thie ves 

when it came to anigger.” To betray a poor 

fugitive would have been te lose the respect of 

the community and insure lasting disgrace and.

No labor, no expense 
or trouble, was too great to save a fugitive from 
his pursuer ; it was holiness unto the Lord” to 
liberate slaves, and all did it whenever they 
could. Every night almost trains on the un- 
derground railroad left Oberlin for Cleve- 
land, Charleston. Huron, or Sandusky, 
where the living freight was transferred. 
to friendly steamboat-captains, who forwarded 
it to Canada, New York, Pennsylvania, or the 
far West. Sometimes a deooy of blacked stu- 
dents or free negroes were started off to deceive 
the watchers, and, a diversion having been ef- 
fected, the real fugitives were sent away in 
another direction. One negro, who was very 
valuable to bis master, was watched so closely it 
was found impossible to run him off, when at 
last a student, procuring a side-saddle and « 
horse, attired Cuffy as a lady, and, mounting an- 
other horse, gallantly escorted his closely-veiled 
companion in safety to Huron.

We must not leave ali the attractive preaching 
as well as all the good songs to the Devil. If 
the lecture-room is made brilliant with the dis- 
closures of science, and the newspaper shines 

with new light, and the books and magazines 

lead people into untrodden paths, the pulpit 

must likewise go into science, and philosophy, 

and attractive learning of every kind, in order to 

maintain its place among the great public in- 

structors. It is not enough for preachers 

to tell people that they will be damned if they 

don’t believe; they are too apt to reply now- 

adays that they will be damned if they do, until 

such and such a matter is explained to them. 

If scientific investigators create doubts in the 

minds of reading and thinking people, the pulpit 

must follow up these investigations just as 

closely and learnedly to dissipate the doubis. 

It the author, actor, and Mturer, offer per- 

formances that attract and delight on week 

days, the public’will demand that Sunday shall 

not be dulland stupid. We fail to see any good 

reason why the Word of God should not be 

spoken cleverly as well as the words of man, 

nor why the psalms should not be sung as at- 

tractively as the songs of the concert-room. 

We have no desire to pursue the inquiry why 

the pulpit has lost influence. Indeed, we doubt 

whether the proposition, thus stated, be correct. 

It may be said that the pulpit does not exert as 

much influence as it might, without saving that it | 
bas lost any.

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THE LECTURE-BUSINESS. 

No ener does one lecture-season end than 
the preparation for another begins. The echo 
of the voice of the greatest living lecturer” 
has scarcely died away before his name is again 
blared out upon the Associations through the 
trumpet of the Bureau. 

The number of persons in this country of both 
sexes and both colors who make, or who are try- 
ing to make, a fortune by lecturing, may be safely 
put at 500, while the preachers and professors 
| who are hungering for ** engagements” to eke 
out a small sajary, or increase a large 
one, will swell the list to about 3,000. 
The topics, as published by the Bureaus, 
range from „Shakspeare to Our First Baby,” 
from The Dynamics of Life” to The Chim- 
panzee,” and from Matrimony” to * What Will 
You Do About It?” There are about a half- 
dozen Lecture Bureaus, some of whose period- 
icale and circulars we have been permitted to 
examine. The first thing about them that im- 
presses us is the uniformly superlative terms of 
commendation with whieh the lecturers are 
spoken of, not only by the organs of the Bu- 
reaus, but by the press throughout the country. 
One lecturer is as juicy as a watermejon;” | 
another goes over the keys of utterance from 
the lowest gutturals up to a feminine falsetto.” 
Another was so excellent in the art of mimicry 
that some adults as well as children thought a 
real dog was present; and the “words” of 
another fell like drops of diamonds into the 
ears of the audience.” Agentleman who crowns 
his advertisement with his portrait is declared 
to be *‘ giant in intellect,” and * 190 pounds in 
weight, " with „a head that measures 24 inches 
in circumference.” He bas good “digestive 
organs also, and ‘‘a controlling motive—men- 
tal temperament.” The personal appearance of 
an Hon.“ wit-snapper is pronounced “ jntel- 
lectual and picturesque,” anda celebrated hu- 
morist is endowed by the reporter with 
“the wondrous story-telling powers of 
Albert Smith, as well as the satire and 
philosophy of Thackeray.” The composition of 
some is compared to that of Macaulay, and 
others are nothing less than Beecher, Gough, and 
Phillips all rolled into one individual. A re- 
| porter describes himself as ‘‘ shuddering before 
the caustic rhetoric which laid bare the heart of 
the world of trade —in Troy! A member of 
Congress touched the highest point of power- 
ful oratory when he photographed the personal 
qualities of Ulysses S. Grant,” and an. ex-Mayor 
of New York iavariably reaches and softens 
the heart by methods as creditable as they are 
refreshing.” An ex-Major-General of Voluu- 
teers is the Mirabeau of orators, and the Mu- 
rat of cavaliers, and an ex-U. S. Commissioner 
to the Vienna Exposition” will deliver a lecture 
next winter which, considering his European 
experiences, will have the charm of novelty, ”— 
something to say certainly after the experi- 
ence” of “Boss” Shepherd and Judge 
Richardson.

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COMMUNISM IN ENGLAND. 
The seeds of Communism are being sown in 
England by certain fire-brands, who are taking” 
advantage of the agricultural laborers’ agita- 
tion to stir up the worst feelings among them 
against their employers. The laborers whe be- 
long to thie Unions, or rather the agitators who 
are behind them, are moving heaven and earth 
to create among the laborers, not simply a de- 
sire to ameliorate, their condition, but to develop 
in them a feeling of hatred and vindictiveness 
against their employers. Among the means 
used to secure this end is the circulation among 
the farmers of a small tract, written by the 
Chairman of the North Essex District of 
the National Agricultural Laborers’ Union, 
for the use of laborers not yet in the Union. 
The English press considers it an official and 
authoritative document for this reason, and 
also because it is to be had at the offices of the 
Society. The Laborers’ Catechism, as it is 
calied, is a parody on the Catechism of the Es- 
tablished Church of England, and begins with 
the question: What is your name?” Answer 
—“ Clodhopper.“ Next, Who gave you that 
name?” Answer—‘' My masters, the land-own- 
ers and farmers, when I was made 2 tiljer of 
the soil, a scarer of birds, a snagger of turnipa, 
a keeper of cows and sheep, a follower of the 
plow, a sower and reaper, a producer of wealth 
that my masters might live im idleness and lax- 
urious ease all the days of their lives.”” In 
another answer the laborer says that he is 
truly grateful to the landlords and farmers that 
they have condescended, in their great mercy, 
even to permit him to till the soil for their 
benefit, that I may have the pleasure of wit- 
nessing their prosperity and happiness in liv- 
ing on the fruits of my toil; that pleasure 
being increased by the contrast of our wives and 
children perishing with starvation on the wages 
which they so kindly and generously give us 
for our toil.” 
The Ten Commandments are travestied in this 
way, as well as the Catechism. Here is the Labor- 
ers’ Third Commandment; “‘ Thou shalt not take 
my name in vain, nor speak disrespectfully of 
my ways, for I am on the Bench of Magistrates, } 
and will bring down the law upon shy head, and 
by imprisonment with hard labor satisfy my 
vengeance at the expense of the eountry; there- 
fore take heed, lest ye break my Command- 
ments.” The other Commandments are parodied 
in a himilar way. The circulation of such docu-

ADULTERATED DRUGS. 

We present this morning the result of an ex- 
tensive inquiry into the alleged abuses practiced 
in the drug business, wholesale and retail. Tho 
result of the investigation amon the wholesale 
dealers is that the sale of adulterated drugs by 
any house desiring a reputation for respecta- 
bility is no longer profitable, and hence the 
present general rivalry in that branch of the 
trade to sell the purest and best drugs that can 
be had. The result of this is that certain mann- | 
facturers are compelled to observe strict integrity 
in the preparation of the drugs, under the penal- 
ty of a loss of trade. 

In the retail business there is, and has been 
always, an immense pecuniary temptation to 
adulterate in the compounding of prescriptions. 
Thus, there are druggists who will put up a pre- 
scription by substituting for some costly ingredi- 
ent an inferior or quite a different article. In 
the high-priced drugs, such as quinine and 
opium, and the reductions of the latter, there is 
a widely-different practice. One class of drug- 
gists put up prescriptions cheap in order to 
secure custom; while others demand a high 
price on the ground that to compound pure 
drugs necessitates heavy charges. An instance 
is given where a prescription, of which 
quinine was the most expensive item, 
was presented at a number of stores, 
and the prices demanded for it ranged from 
90 cents to $2.40. The highest price, of course. 
was demanded for the pure article, leaving the 
inference that there was a falling off in quality 
asthe price descended. Nevertheless, to any 
unskilled person there is no means by which the 
purchaser could ascertain whether he would be 
swindled by the oné dealer more than by the 
other.. The apothecary business, however, is 
undergoing a change. Itis passing into better 
and more skillful hands. Compounding druggists 
are beginning to discover that a reputation for 
possessing and compounding pure drugs is more

REAL ESTATE IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

The San Francisco Real Estale Circular makes 
the following review of the real estate market of 
that city for the first balf of 1874, and forecasts 


the prospects for the future:

during the first six months of 1874 was 
sales effected during the Bret lf f 


were recorded: consequently, the list of appar- 
dat sales is vot so large, though the actual num- 

ber of bona-fide sales made was, as we have said, 
much greater. Their value, too, was much 
larger. The aggregate value of the sales made 
in the first half of 1871 was $6,229,716; in the 
first half of 1872. $6,671,994; in 1873, 85 , 906, - 
501; while the value of the sales made in the 
first half of 1874 was $9,121,398. This increase 
is about a fair index of the amount of improve- 
ment whice has taken place in real estate within 
the past half year. The year opened with a 
greatly increased RF, which was steadily 
maintained u op to about the close of March, after 
which date ere was a slacking-up. as there 
nearly always is, the best time to sell real estate 
in San Francisco being, asa rule, between the 
close of October and the close of March. 

„It is not likely that there will be much stir in 
real estate this year, The market is duller at 
March than it was in January, February, and 

arch, and it is likely so to remain until winter 
sets in. Even then we do not anticipate much 
more activity than we had between last Novem- 
ber and March. The tendency is decidedly up- 
waid, however, and, with money a drug, and 
every one of our business, industrial, miuiag, and 
agricultural interests unexceptionally prosper- 
ous, prices must improve. he prospect is that 
they will do so slowly and im proportion to the 
increase of 1 9 and population, but the 
general prayer and wish is that the improvement 
may take the shape ofa rush. This it is not 
likely to do for at least two years more, while it 
will be better for us all in the end. if we do not 
have any inflationatall. A season of excitement 
seems very desirable at the time, but in the end 
it is lees profitable than a business which pro- 
gresses steadily upward.”

Dr. Powell—With scorched flour, which looks 
very much like the drug. 

—What effect does it have ? 

Dr. Powell—It tenders the drug less efficient, 
aud it does not produce the éffect desired, ahd 
larger doses have to be prescribed. 

r—What abont other drugs ? 

Dr. Powell—All expensive drugs are not up to 
the standard required by the United States 
Pharmacopwia. 

Reporter—Do you know how they are made 
lower ? 

Dr. Powell—Yes,—with inferior articles. For 

instance, in makiug the tincture of opium, gum 
or orudé opium is used, because it costs less. 
Reporter—Are its effects injurious ? 
Dr. Powell—No, but the strength is impaired, 
so that now, instead of prescribing a certain dose 
expecting to get an effect, the drug is adminis- 
tered antil the effect is produced, 

Reporter—That is, you increase the quantity? 

—It being uncertain when yon give a 
prescription for a certain quantity of a drug that 
it will be put wo ; 

Dr. Powell—The amount called for will be put 
up, but it wall be deficient in strength. 

ä RESULTS. 
Reporter—Have you ever known any serious 
results to ensue from adulterations ? 
Dr. Powell—No fatal resulte—poisonous ; but 
I have frequentiy known the drugs not to pro- 
duce'the effects desired. 
Reporter—Do you know of any other adulterat- 
ed drugs ? 
Dr. Powell—Well, nearly all the elixirs made 
in the East, and sold here, do not contain what 
they „ I do not know that they are 
adulterated, but I do know that they are defect- 
ive, For instance, the Elixir of Calisaya should 
be made from pulverized Cinchoua bark, with 
the ordinarv aromatics in it; but, instead of that, 
quinine, which is much cheaper and gives less 
trouble, is used. Several articles supposed 
to contain pepsin, sold in this i 
were recently subjected to a chemie 
analysis, and found to contain no pepsin at all, 
with one exception. That eau hardly be calied 
an adulteration, the drug being entirely absent. 
‘Reporter—I speak of adulterated drugs. 
Dr. Powell—Well, it is very @ifficult to ge at 
it. Personally, I haye no knowledge of the 
adulteration of any drugs other than those 1 
have mentioned. I have seen them myself, aud 
I know that other drugs are defective. . 
Reporter—Does the kuowledge that drugs 
lack strength govern physicians in having their 
prescriptions put up at certain drug-stores ? 
Dr. Powell—Yes; eince they know they will be 
put up properly by such draggista.

_ Reporter—Are physicians generally aware of 
the fact that drugs are adulterated ?

The business of fishing is carried on very ex- 
tensively fn the Upper Lakes and in the-imme- 
diate vicinity of Chicago. For a fresh-water 
lake of the dimensions of Lake Michigan, it 
yields very few kinds of fish, but such as are 
Caught are of excellent quality, perhaps not as 
fine of fla vor as the most delicate of the salt- 
water fishes, but nearly so, the difference being 
oné which the epicure alone will notice. 

THE PRINCIPAL FISH CAUGHT— 
and they are caught in great numbers—are the 
ake trout and the whitefish. ‘These are 
caught altogether with seines, the prin- 
cipal fishing grounds being located at 


come into this market for sale are nearly all 
caught at Saugatack, Grand Haven, Racine, 
Kenosha, Muskegon, and off the Calumet.

THE WHOLESALE DEALERS’ STORY. 
Van Schaack, Stevenson & Reid. 

The articles in greatest demand at this season 
of the year are quinine and morphine. Any 
adulteration of these drugs is so dangerous to 
lite avd health. and is so easily detected, that 
few have the temerity togttempt to palm off a 


celebrated firm in New York furnishes the bulk 
of these articles that are dispensed from the 
retail stores in this city, and so high is their 
reputation that the brand P. & W.“ is univer- 
sally received as a guarantee of the purity of the 
drug. Morphine is sold at wholesale at $6.75 
per ounce, and is retailed from the stores in one- 
eighth-ounce vials at $1.25 apiece, showing a 
profit of $3.25 per ounce. Quinine costs at 
wholesale $3.75 per ounce and retails at 50 cents 
@ drachm. 

A small pile of boxes containing this valuable 
compound, in size about 4 feet wide and 3 feet 
high, was shown the reporter in the wholesale 
establisbment of Van Schaack, Stevenson & Reid. 
The bill for this little monument of boluses 
was $1,500. In a conversation had with the 
senior partner of this drug house, he said that, 
owing to the fact that they employed no travel- 
ers, they bad to rely more upon the purity of 
the articles sold to establish their reputation 
than upon anything else, and therefore they 
sold nothing but what was absolutely as repre- 
sented. In reference to morphine and quinine, 
they dealt only in that which was put up by the 
New York firm alluded to. He knew of nothing 
in his store that was other than what it pur- 
ported to be, unless it was the patent medicines, 


and with entire ignorance as to their make-up. 
PATENT MEDICINES. 

Reporter—Do you not believe that, for the 
most part, the patent medicines are a swindling 
contrivance, gotten up by irresponsible men, 
with no regard to anything but making money?

We sell, to the iron manu- 
facturers, borax, muriate of ammonia, and salt- 
petre; to the tanners,oil of japonica and alum ; 
to the paper-makers, soda and bieaching-powder, 
and colorings of all kinds; to the stonecutters, 
pumice- stone; to the brewers, isinglass; to the 
soapmakers, soda ; to the metal—workers, potash ; 
to the wool-mills, lard oil and dyes; tothe con- 
fectioner, tartaric aud eitrio acids, essential oils 
and colorings, and 60 on.

Mr. F.— Les, we sell them pure drugs, and I 
believe every wholesale drug-house in this city 
does the same to their customers. The impres- 
gion is altogether wrong that we as a class deal 
in adulterated mixtures. The houses that fur- 
mish us our chemicals and compounds stake their 

tions on the absolute purity of their goods, 
which you will see by the labels as warranted. 

Finding that there was a striking unanimity of 
opinion, to say the least, among the wholesale 
dealers, the reporter withdrew from this branch 
ef the drug business and gave some aitention to 
the retail stores. 

WHAT A DRUGGIST SAYS. 

Dr. James B. Rayner, of the well-known drug 
firm of Buck & Rayner, was also subjected to a 
reportorial cross-examuination. 

Reporter—Dr. Rayner, will you be kind 
enough to tell me what class of drugs are most 
liable to adulteration or substitution? 

Dr. Rayner—That is a question that requires 
some little consideration. There is such an im- 
mense variety of drugs that I cannot think of 
them all ina moment.

A 
customer wants such a man’s mixture or com- 
pound, just as be asks for a certain brand of 
flour, and he will have no other; consequently 
the drug trade within a few years has passed 
from the hands of the retailérs, who used to mix 
ail doses asked for, into the hands of those who 
have made a study of a special branch, and have 
secured the reputation of being standard“ in 
that particular thing. The opportunity for the 
druggist to adulterate, orcharge an exorbitant 
prise, is thus in a great measure cut off, 

THERE ARE SOME FEW THINGS, 
however, that are still greatly mixed, or at least 
bear that construction on their face, The in- 
stance alluded to of cream of tartar being sold 
at 28 cents a pound, when the wholesale price- 
list is 42 cents, is one of these. Another thing is 

. PARIS GBEEN. 
Since the potato-bug became one of the pests of 
the farmer, a great demand has sprung up for 
this article, which, being sprinkled on the plant, is 
eaten by the artless creature without investiga- 
tion. It being a poison, it kills them. A pure 
article of this drug is worth 75 cents a pound, 
but so remarkable is the generosity of the retail- 
ers, that it is commonly sold at 25 cents. 
This is made profitable by substituting the 
sulphate of barytesa, which costs only 4 cents a 
ound, or amon powdered arsenic, which costs 
. cents, thus leaving a profit of about 20 cents a 
pound. The potato-bug not being an adept in 
drugs, does not recognize that a counterfeit arti- 
cle ig imposed upon it, but the result is not as 
satisfactory to the farmer. Pepper, cinnamon, 
aod mustard are also adulterated, but can be 
bought in the berry and ground at home. ‘There 
is no need to be cheated in these things. 
ESSENTIAL OILS 
are very much adulterated, the r tailers say by 
the jobbers, and vice versa. These are very 
high in price, and admit the mixture of delete- 
rious compounds with little chance of detection. 
The oil of bitter almonds is sold at wholesale at 
85 cents an ounce, camomile brings $3 an 
ounce, cinnamon $2.26, rose $4.50, and 
others in proportion. The different oils 
are adulterated with alcohol, turpentine, 
castor oil, cotton-seed oil, and other baser com- 
pounds. They are not in popular demand, how- 
ever, but are used to give y to other prepa- 
rations. Cologne is made of all qualities, and 
sold at any price, It is simply orized alco- 
hol, and the price represents the quality of the 
oil which gives itits perfume. 
POWDERED OPIUM 
is another article which is compounded with 
other substances, and sold for the pure quill. A 
pure article from abroad is almost unknown, 
and most of the first-class druggists, being aware 
of this, drug the gum themselves and pulver-

NrnAk-warrns 
are generally not „hat they pretend to be, though 
the notion prevails to some extent that 
they are brought from the springs. Kis- 
singen, Vichy, and other foreign waters 
are manufactured in the basement of the 
retail stores. Tue salts are imported from En- 
gland from firms that have a world-wide reputa- 
tion for distilling them. When it is desired to 
make up & stock—and this is done every day by 
the larger retail stores—the analysis of the dif- 
ferent salts in the origiual spring is made, and 
the druggist mixes them as near this formula as 
he gan.

This small London enclosure, the reopening 
of which, in its improved condition, has been 
deemed of sufficient importance to announce by 
cable, has been long famous in a small way. 
Leicester Square probably contains an area sus- 
ceptible of ornamental cultivation, within the 
houses, of about five acres. It is in the heart of 
London's fe, lying between the Haymarket 
and Piceadilly on the west, Long Acre and Co- 
vent Garden on the east, falgar Square and 
Charing Cross on the south, and that labyrinta 
of streets which lead to the grand artery of 
Oxford street on the north.

The fact of dating a letter froma medieval 
monastery deep in the heart of England is cal- 
culaced, one would naturally suppose, to flood the 
writer from ® country which has no yesterday 
with torrents of romantic and poetical medita- 
tions. Visions of the shorn monks who, centy- 
ries ago, glided through these long corridors, who

- ppeare gave it s greater glory than Nature, from 
there casemented windows, one would suppose, 
would steal between the page and the writer as 


We do pot even 
gnasb our teeth over the culinary abortions that 
are served to us continually,—scorched coffee, 
burnt e and suct puddings of thecrude con- 
mstency o boil custard, for we 
count ourselves richly repaid for hun- 
ger and thirst, for meals interrupted midway by 
excursions to 6 cookshop for something 
to supplement a miserably-cooked repast by the 
knowledge we have thus gained of the inner 
life of a cheap English boarding-school, an in- 
stitution of which, thank God, we Americans, 
with our noble system of public schools, know 
nothing.

All Americans have read Nicholas Nickleby,”
